Murder by Law,
From the Tribune,

Mpsaachuselts to<day hangs n man  lor
murder, who has not been proved to have com-
mitled the erime for which he will sufler, who
never confesred It, who neyer saw a jury, who
hus never had s trial in any legal sonse of the
word, and who, on the teatimony ol his own
townsmen, aud of the highest medionl authority

in the State, s o dwarl and an imbeoile. That
mwhn, in  those circumstancos, Mussachueeits
hangs to-mMorrow,

« The history of this oase la without a preccdent,
ana we trust may never be drawn lnto s preca.
dent tn the future administration of what is
oalled law v Massachusetts, When Edward W,
Green wan broughit mto Court and arralgned on
an wdictment tor murder in the first degree, he
refimed to plead guilty to that charge. Under
the Mamsachuseits statute, only murder with
premeditution iz o capitul erime, and whether
the murder be with premeditation is a question
not for the court but for (he jury. (reen
aiserted that he did not kil wirh forethought,
It was stated to him that the prosecatmg ofMcer
would not sccept a plan of guilty in the second
degree, because upon the proot in his possession
there was o degree ot deliberation in the sct which
IMI{ amounted to premeditation or malice
aforethought. Green still rerteratod, ss he had
gteadily done while in prison, that there was no
premeditation in his  wind,  Thercupon hia
gounsel ok him out of court to argue him into
the oppasite conviction, and by presenting to
this half-idlotic mtellect the legal distinotion
betwoen murder in the firit and murder in the
sacord degree, to persuade the miserable wretch
to pleaa guilty w0 the first, Thot counsel has
since stated that had he then known the facts
subsequently brought ro light, he would not
have piven snch ndvice to his client, But he so
far succecded thut Greem came Into court
and made a rmu, which was entered as

a plea of guilty in the first degree. No
court should have permitied such n manipula-
ton of a prisoner There was o time wheo it
would not bave bcun tolernted in Massachusotte,
While the late Chief Justice Shaw presided over
the Bupreme Court, ne consistently received a
plea of guilty with hesitation and reluctanece.
In a well known ense at Taunwon, be talked to
the prifover an hour before he would allow his
plen to be entered.  “*Yon don’t know what you
mean.”  “‘Bat l killed the womaw.” “You mean
you struck her and she diedt “Yes, sir”
“That s mansloughter, 15 it not!” *“1 don't
know." *““Then,” suid the Chief Justice, “Mr,
Clerk, record a plea of not gulity, gnd les us try
this man,” Were there no other Alemont of in-
justice In this [ease, it would be a gross ontrige
to hang o man whose conviction was seonred in
such n way,

Ex-Governor Andrew, himsell one of the most
eminent lawyers in the Stute, was =0 convinced
of the irregularity of these procesdings, that be
refused, #o long a8 he was Governor, to issue a
warrant for the execution of Green. It was bis
opinion, and 15 to-duy¥ the opinipn of many
others of the ablest erimitinl - ers in New
England, that Green never had had a trinl, He
not only never meant to plead dguil!y of preme-
ditated murder, he never did plead guilty,
legally snd within the contemplation and pur-
po=e of tbe statute under which, was ar
raigned. The jorms of law had ngt been re.
gurded, and to hung Edward W.. n is to
hing u muan not lesally convicted, and, there
fore, in the eye of the law, innocunt,

Toe legal propositions boa:inghon'thn case are
briefly and clearly stated in this swmmary of
Governor Andrew's opinlon, snd were argued
by other couusel to tne Supreme Court ona
writ ol error:— .

Groen had been indicted for murdor. It does not
appear from anything contamned in the indietment
that the muraer was committed In any manner
wheh conatitutes murder In the frst dogres. Nor 1
murder in the first dogiee In anywise spooifically
ul eged in this indictmeot,

Huving heard the mdictment read, the record sets
forth that Green “forthwith beme demandod econ-
cerning the premises in the sald indictment above
speerfied ano eharged upon him, besaith thercof he
is sty of murder in (ne frst dogres,””

1 bere was no trml nor hearing upon the tacts,

No 1aots constitubing murder mn tne first deeree,
under the staiute, s distinguished from murdor 1n
the rocond degree, under the statute, wero spocified
nod cherged upon bimn in the indictment,

Nor were any such fucts specifica wnd oonfessed
in the defendaut’s plea.

“Murder not appearing to be In the first dogroe, is
{rargor |li t‘ne socond degree.” (Gen. biat,, Chap.

e0.

The first degree of murder did not appear in the
indmetment, nor did 1t appear in evidence.

The offense, theretore, on this record, 1s murder in
the second deprce only, These words in the plea, to
wit. “‘of murder 1o the first degree,’’ are not' res
sponsive to the indictment, and Jo not concern *'the
promwes. in the saia andiefment spoeiied and
charerod upon nm **

And therelore the sentonce of death s erreoneons,

When the court refused to reverse (ts devision,
8 last appeal was made to Governor Bullock for
a commuintion of the sentence to imprisonment
for life. At that hearing, ns ot seversl previous
hearings, o mass of testmony from men who
had known Green all hus Jife, and from physi-
oluns who had examined Green u jall, demon-
sirnted his want of morsl sense and accounta-
bility. The Governor and Council are deaf to
that evidence, and seem to hear only the pre-
vious elamor for vengeance which the bigotry
and gallows-loving conservatism of Massacha-
sefis have continued 1o raise, and by which they
have inflamed the popular mind und perverted
the populsr love of justice,

Eunrope on the Eve of War.

The news from Europe continues to be of g
very warlike chuaracter, Both Auwstna and
Prussia ave hastening their military prepars-
ticns with great energy, nnd a coliixion, 1t 1= ex-
pected, might tase place at any moment, We
no longer hear of efforts for the preservation of
peace, but only of armaments, of mutnsl
churges, and of endeavors todevolve the respon-
mhility for the disturbance of the peace of
Europe upou the opponent,

Tue signe of the times, at present, not only
point to a war, but to o war which may at once
néstime & leaviul dimension and be franght with
far-renching ocongequences, Count Bismark
sbhows that he fuily approcintes the prize which
is ut stake. Tf war renlly does break out, Aus-
trin will #ind him o merelless epemy, who, in
order to seltle forever the struggle between
Austria and Prossia for the supremaocy ol Ger
many, I detennined to aim at the utter annibi-
lation of Austria, Blemark undonbtedly knowa
the weakness of Austnia as well 88 any Euro-
penn statesmnn, and no ops can doubt ihat he
means to svail himsell of all the ndvantages
which itoffers, The Asia, whioh srrived on Wed.
nesday at Halifax, brings a report that Prussia
bas plrendy coucluded with Italy o formal treaty
o! sllinnoe, and that considerable armements are
in course of preparntion in Italy, This iz & (sct
ot ominous importance for Austria, The Italun
subleots of Austris (about §,000,000) wre upani-
wnus in thelr desire to be dlsconneetod from

Austrin, of more than 43,000,000, which ia folly
n.mo,ohu more {than Austrin m the most favora.
ble oase can rely upon,

The onily help that Avstrin can possibly find
in this alarming complication is the Federal
Diet of Germany, which, leaving out of seconnt
Austrin, Prossia, and the Duotoh Provinees of
Luxembure and Limborg, represent o popula-
tien of about 18,000,000, At presont, the ma-
jority ol the Diet dre friendly to Ausurin, which
nus generally treated the authority of the Diet
with respect, and trmed to concert with 1he
minor powers & reoreanumtion of the Fedaeral
Constitution. The majority of the Diet may,
therefore. be nelined to declare s federal war

ngainst Prussia, which, In anticipation of such |

an event, haa threateningly ealled upon the
minor Stales to define toeir ition. Bome of
thie States, however, n_ym{rlt fze with Prussis,
and others mav be sufficiently intimidated 1o
refuse to join in n war against hor, and both
clasres together would, to a large exteanl, neu.
tralize the etfect of w declaration of war,

It s generally expected that in a war in which
Ausiria, Prussin, Italy, and Germany should be
epgaged, France wonld not remaln neutral,
The present Intentions of France are not known,
Toe lawest ndvices from BEurope state that the
Fmperor has sent Prince Napoleon to 1tely on a
secret mission too imporiant to be entrusted to
anybody else, The Emperor has never formally
rinouneced the design of enlirging the frontler
of France to the Rbine, and n war between Aus-
trin nnd Prossia woold undoubtedly be a strong
temptation to grull!‘)‘ what is still the favorite
with of a large portion of Frenchmen,

It will be secn, Irom the sbove (mots, that
whether the prevailing anticipation of & great
wir may be realized ot not, the present compli-
catlon of Europesn polities i8 certainly of a
feariul character,

The Fenian Troubles in Maine—Attitude
of the Diitish Mensot=War.
From the Herald,

There seems to be imminent danger of a eol.
lissicn on our Eastern border. Our news des.
patches indieate the natwe of his danger,
Some days sgo we published the siorg that
reveral vessels, with some thousnnds of Fenians,
had left this port on o secrel expedition. Toe
current report was thut they were zoing to the

Bermudas: but u portion of this Femn floet
seems to hsve turned up at Easgtport in Maine,
the Inst roothold on American s0il, Some ol
the divorderly cloments even seam o have got
over the lme ioto New Brodswick, and cut the
communication with the Canadian cities, Bather
the communmention was cut; there does pot
appent to be any evidence thar It was nor eut
by toe Fenbaus of the loyal provivee, and it
may easily iave been done by those lrom the
British nrmy, who are spid to have seized this
occaelon to desert in large numbers, There is
no evidenee that apy vivintion ol the nenteahity
has tuken place from our <ude. On the contrary,
the Fenlun ships reported as touching at East-
port on their way to some other point were (e
tuined there by the Custoni-house nuthorities.
Thus all the effervescent fury was rendered
harmless: due notice wos given to the New
Brunswick authoritics to strengthon toeir
irontier pos's, and they avalled themselves of
this notice by remforecing and adopting other
wengures to detend Campo Bello Island, oppo-
site to Eastport, which 1t was said the Fenians
intended to gevze,

But the British naval authorities, as {f fearfal |

that the nentrality would not be vielated, have
adopted the very course most. caleulated to pre-
cipitate a collision, The laest news from Kas t-
port represents  two  British  men-of-war a3
assnming a bostile attitude there, with their
steum wup, ports open, and every preparation
made for the commission ol any act agninst
the peace of onr soll or waters that the rash.
ness ol o hot-headed officer may sueaest. All
the elements ure ready, and v needs only toe
insult of this British mennee to awaken in the
digturbed  quarier & spimt thas will not be
Inid  without the shedding of blood., If
the Feninns have chosen New Branswick
or Nova Scotia for their theatre of operations,
they muy have been led to do so by the
congideration that the people of those pro-
vinces seem less imbued with that spirit of
troculent loyalty to British dictation so manitest
in Cinadng but undoubtedly another considera-
t'on had a large share in leading them that way.
That i# just now the sphere 1n wineh American
hostility to eversthing British 18 most likely to
be felt, It s the distriet in which the tishermen
wie u great power. and in which the question of
the teheries is the all-important one of the day.
Fenisnism desires to be present at the very
point where Great Britain and the United States
are likely, il anywhere, to be in hostile contact,
It may be assumed that their presence in such
sphere will not tend to cool the temper of the
people or lead to a more patient discussion of
grievanees.  Aad if the Briush authorities—ns
hot-hewded as the Fenians in this matier—ahall
meet them ball way, it 1s probable that those
digorderly persone may suceved in compromising
the relations of the two Governments,

Our relations with Great Britain are {riendly,
and ber ships bave the right to our harbors,
snd we have alwaye recognized that right, and
niways shall, in the amplest spirit of hospitalicy
—not following in this the niggardly example
#o often set us by British anthorities them-
selvee, But an indelicate use of that privilege
at the present time is dangerous, A mistaken
display of power in our waters: the foolish
anssumption of an attitude thay ships only ussume
in the waters o' an enemy: the menace of open
ports aud pointed guns, all this can only rritate,
fnd cappot conduce o that moderation and
i tusl deterence of nations townrds esch other
w0 doubly necesspry where Lhere are two possi.
ble causes of trouble, If there is collision, it
will be not only the Inult of the Fenians, bat of
the Britwb naval suthomtics, We have amply
provided wagainst violations of the neutrality
1o our slae, and such provision within our
own waters certainly nust be left to us or we
cunnot be held responsible.

sud Lord Palmeriton was carelul that his Gov-
emment should not be dommitted at all on the
guestion of réform,

Under the British system, therefore, the Queen
will only conlorm to constitutionsl usage in
acoepting any advico from Lord Russell which
will give e people the power of pronoun
ppon the warthiness of his sdministration, snd
the character of the preal measures submirted
to Parliameat.

1. By treaty none. All our treaties on the
subject are abrogated, and the rights and privi-
Irges acguived by vresty perished with then,
They can be rovived esslly by paying some quid
pro quo, otherwise not,

2. By the law ol nations, these right:i:—To
fish outside canoon-shot from the lue of the
Canadian shore—i. e, outside a marine leagae
from tne const line, Inside that line and dis
tanoe none but Canadians hinve n right to flah,

Yei this is not u definition which would satisfy
fn Heherman who was sharp alter mackerel,
bake, bemmpg, snd alewives, Hetween “small
buys™ and *“golls of @reat extent” there are
numberiess lorger “bays" and smaller “gults,”
where mackerel will swim and where flshermen
will jollow, Fogs and mirszes may deceive
them us to distunces, and, i thoy ('-i'lll!l} rend the
opinions of law officers of the Crown on the sub-
fect, the o in thewr minds would be denser
than the fog on the waters,  Iv ecertain *“‘head-
Innds” were kpown to he but slx miles apart,
un Ameriean skipper who knew bis duly wonld
not snil inside a rieht Hne drasn between the
two. But soppose the heallands were seven
miles apart; then eannon-shot (rom either shore
would lenve him s mile of water in the middle,
where he might think he bhad o right to fish,
Audmdeed 1t needs no artpmene, but only n
knowledge ot the human nsture of Yonkee
hxhermen, o see that disputes, guarrels, nad
collistons ure hkely fo cecur with pertecily
honest intentions on both sides, and cortain to
oceur when smugeling is o profitable ut both
ends of the yoyage, and s here the best fisheries
are in-fhore,

Our fishermen’s rights are oapnble of exact
detinition: the rights of the fishertuen ot Canada,
Nova Scotin, New Brunswick, and Prince Fd-
ward's Island are eapable of exact deinition—
on puper, To write them on the water, so0
ihat the fsherman may read, is not so easy.
Seipes, and nol theodolites, are their tools.
Yel every American tlsherman slong tve thou-
sand miles of const line rmoust judge tor himself
ol distunces o keep the law, and to be quite
sure that he keeps it, would bave £o be gkitled
in trigonometry and tishing without bait, and
in foreseeinge storms, Why, in 1861, over 100
American vessels were driven ashore on Prinee
Edward'e Island, and over 300 lives lost, For Lo
have run o port would have betrayed thew in-
fraction of the law of nations, This, ton, is
conclurive—there are few mackerel lett ou the
shores ol the Unitea States, und that fishery can-
not be successfully earried on except by going
within three miles of the British ghore.
